6. RE PARA 2 REFTEL DEPT. STRONGLY SUPPORTS ASSIGNMENT 
TO UNHCR OF "GOOD OFFICES" OR OTHER SPECIAL HUMANITARIAN 
PROGRAMS SUCH AS THOSE IN SUDAN, SUB-CONTINENT, SOUTHEAST 
ASIA AND CYPRUS (WE CONSIDER CHILEAN REFUGEE PROGRAM AS 
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WITHIN UNHCR MANDATE). AS MISSION KNOWS US HAS 
CONTRIBUTED GENEROUSLY TO SUCH PROGRAMS. DEPT. CONTINUES 
TO REGARD INTERNATIONAL PROTECTION OF REFUGEES AS THE 
UNHCR FUNCTION HAVING PRIMACY OVER ALL OTHER UNHCR 
ACTIVITIES, AND WE WOULD DEPLORANY EROSION OF THE 
IMPORTANCE OF THIS FUNCTION AMONG UNHCR PROGRAMS OR OF 
ITS EFFECTIVE IMPLEMENTATION BY UNHCR. WE HAVE NOT HAD 
SPECIFIC REASON TO DATE TO CONCLUDE THAT SUCH EROSION HAS 
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TAKEN PLACE. WE BELIEVE HOWEVER THAT IT WOULD BE 
APPROPRIATE AND DESIRABLE TO CONVEY STRONGLY TO THE 
UNHCR AT THIS TIME OUR CONVICTION AS TO THE OVERRIDING 
IMPORTANCE OF THE UNHCR PROTECTION MANDATE; AND TO URGE 
THE HIGH COMMISSIONER TO GUARD AGAINST ANY LESSENING OF 
EMPHASIS ON PROTECTION AS HIS MATERIAL ASSISTANCE 
ACTIVITIES ARE INCREASED IN SCOPE. THIS WILL BE DONE BY
